tivists in America? I presume so. Of 
fact I am fully persuaded, ahd that is, if 
is such a religious sect it has no so distinguished 
. and propagandist as Mr. Frederic 
H son, who is the leader of the followers of 
Comte in England. I never miss an opportunity 
of either reading or hearing Mr. Harrison. His 


literary style is almost perfect, whether he is 


using his pen or standing upon a platform. 

There are two branches of this little sect of 
Positivists in London, one meeting in Chapel 
street and the other meeting in Fetter lane. 
For some while these two branches were some- 

hat hostile, each claiming to be the orthodox 

rty. However, while the outward conten- 
tions bave ceased, the grounds of the old feel- 
ing have not been removed. One section is. 
„churchly.““ baving outward and visible signs 
—an order and ritual of worship—and the other 
section having no rites and ceremonies what- 
ever, planting themselves simply upon the 
philosophic theories of their master. Mr. 
Frederic Harrison is the President of the En- 
glish Positivist Committee, and is the centre 
and soul of this unritualistie section of the 
society in G Britian. Up a little court in 
Fetter lane is a miniature room called ** New- 
ton Hall,“ which is the headquarters of Mr. 
Harrison's following. This hall is one of the 
places to know. Now and again, any one who 
wishes to be abreast of the religious thought 
and activity of his time should attend the 
meetings and ciasses held under the auspices 
of this materialistic sect. . 

REMARKABLE PEOPLE. 

Fetter lane loads off of Fleet street, and 
narrow, winding. little passage. Then | 
off of Fetter lane is a still narrower fvotpath, 
called Fleur-de-lis court, and up this court 18 
Newton Hall—a room that will seat not more 
than 150 people. The ball is plain and even 
brrren, and would be unpleasantly dismal were 
it not for the number of plaster busts that are 
ranged rount the walls on plaster ‘ brackets 
that look like corbels.

I do not say distinguished-looking 
people, but rather men and women whom one 
would turn round in the street and follow with 
one’s eyes. Some of them such as one would 
see in the out-ot-the-way placesoof the earth— 
the unconventional places. Here were the 
thoughtful, the sober, thecommonplace. There 
were also the eccentric, the aiert, the seeker 
of some new thing. Here were members of 
the nobility, journalists, musicians, pocts, and 
ambitious youths. 
A CHARMING LITTERATEUR. 

Mr. Harrison came into the hall promptly on 
time, and began to read his address from a 
little stand, which looked like a music support 
on which the violinist puts his copy. When I 
saw Frederic Harrison, years ago, I was puz- 
zled to make him out. I will explain why. 
He has a delicacy of touch—a literary finish— 


that @haracterizes no English pen of which I 
know. He has no ectation of manner with 
his pen. He has not theclaptrap of alliteration 


and repetitiow which mars the otherwise forci- 
ble style of Mr. Matthew Arnold. The styles 
of both these writers were originally modeled 
after that of the incomparable pen of M. 
Sainte-Beuve. Mr. Harrison's pen has kept 
close to its model. His style ,bas be 
come more and more plain-go and 
vigorous. He k to his French felicity 
and euphony. Mr. Arnold's style has 
wandered far afield, and bas that most unpar- 
donable of all literary sins—affectation. More- 
over, Mr. Harrison is one of the best public 
speakers in England. He is as straightforward 
and manly on the platform as wich his pen. 
He does not have, and, better still, he does not 
affect to have, the English perversion of 

h nonchalance which so disfigures the 
pubfic speech and manners of so many English 
public men. So I had my image of Mr. Ha:- 
rison in my mind, put there by reading all his 
essays and articles I could get my hands upon. 
I had fancied him to be a refined-looking, 
quiet, low-voiced, and perhaps rather ele- 
gunt gentleman. You may guess héwI was 
puzzled when, in Bradford, I went to a hall 
where he was to speak, and saw the gentleman 
on the platform who, I was informed, was Mr. 
Harrison. He was no littérateur at all. | Not a 
trace of the student or literary anchorite about 
him. He wasa city banker; indeed, might be

well-fed and full-blooded, of dark complexion, 
blaek hair and eyes. @he inevitable mutton- 
chop whiskers, of course, hé wears. His man- 
ner was prompt and business-like, and his pres- 
ence strong and growing outof a weil-fur- 
rrished, evenly-balanced mind in a sound body. 
He isa man of seemingly perfect physique 
standing 5 feet 10, and of good rotundity. He 
does not look the scholar and accomplished 
writer that he is.

But perplexity soon gives place to réassur- 
ance so soon as Mr. Harrison begins his speak- 
jug. His speaking style is as beautiful as his 
writing style. He dashos—though gracefully— 
und the heart of his work, and you feel that 
from the first he has clear sailing.

ENGLISH WICKEDNESS IN EGYPT. 

Of course, I heard Mr. Harrison New- 
Year’s Day, and, as bis dddress was a review 
of the work of the old year and a forecasting 
of the work for the new year, I was less 
** caught up out of the body” than I had been 
the evening before. The way Mr. Harrison 
took the present Cabffet to task for its Exyp- 
tian flasco and folly was as refreshing as an 
Oriental bath on a sultry day. You must give 
room for this splendid summing up of the 
case against the present M@nistry. It is the 
most succinct and veritable statement of fact 
that has come from any lips or any pen since 
the Initiation of this wi®ked ptian war, in- 
stigated and hounded on by ptian bond- 
holders in Eugland: Egypt still remained, as 
was always evident from the first, the dilema 
and shame of Mr. Gladstone’s Government. 
Before the close of the session the Positivist 
Society put forward a statement wherein it 
recognized the good intenfious of a Govern- 
ment which they steadily supported 
in the main. They welcomed the sol- 
emn assurances of Ministers that the 
occupation of Egypt was shortly to 
end. These assurances were doubtless sincere 
atthe time. Butthe new war in the desert, 
the anarchy of Egypt, and the imminence of a 
renewed occupation and ultimate annexation 
reopened the question afresh. Deeper and 
deeper they were settling into the mire of a 
false situation, unable to draw back, unwilling 
to go forward; without a policy, without an 
aim, without honor, without self-respect. From 
the day when they first set out to coerce and 
to domineer in the Valley of the Nile, our rul- 
ers were told that their solemn protestations 
would prove a mockery t they would be 
foreed into maintaining very abuses they 
pretended to remedy. All that they were 
warned against had come true. They had 
crushed out of Egypt all life and power of self- 
government; they were now practically hated 
by masses, and secretly thwarted by the 
wile ruling caste. The misery of Egypt was 
increasing, the wretched government of it, the 
scandals, the horrors, and the anarchy were at 
their worst, and Mr. Gladstone and his col- 
leagues were now | 

DIRECTLY RFSPONSIBLE FOR ALL. 
The unhappy fellah was tortured and plundered 
worse than ever, the administration was more 
helpless and crazy than ever, the European 
usurers were more greedy, the finances were 


more hopelesly burdened. The whole nation 


was weaker and more disorganized than it was 
two years ago—and in the midst of it stood the 
great Liberal Government of Mr. Gladstone, 
answerable directly now for everything, yet in- 
capable of mending anything: committed to an 
incalculable adventure in the deserts of Africa, 
or, in the alternative, committed to hand over 
Egypt to civil and religious confusion. There 
were reasons, they were told, for the delay; 
Egypt would soon be able to maintain herself, 
and the army of occupation would be with- 
drawn—this day six months. Did any reason- 
able Englishman not standing on a platform 
believe this? We were told today it was the 
cholera; now it was the Mahdi; now it was 
the canal or the interests of British commerce 
that compelled a delay which all deplored and 
none could foresee. Ah! there were false 
prophets in England as well as in Africa. The 
cholera was nothing new, the Soudan rebeflion 
was nothing new, the canal and British com- 
merce were much what they were ten years ago. 
These phrases might serve the turn of a debate 
in Parliament, but they could not deceive the 
nation; we went lu arms to Egypt to crush the 


Egyptians into submitting, while we played our | Tusse 


commercial game as best suited our own pock- 
et; we did not intend to annex the country in 
any formal way, so long as the Egyptians were 
quiet and suffered the commercial game to go 
ou: we were stil staying in Egypt because they 
had never yet submitted to us absolutely, and 
we should stay there because they never would 


submit. Ministers were told that when the na- 


tive army and the Government were annibi- 
lated Egypt would be the prey of the savages 
of the desert. They were told that whe@we 
once had occupied Egypt, both civilly and mil- 
itarily, it would be practically impossible to 
They were told that, having 
plunged Egypt into anarchy, it would 
be odious and dangerous to annex 
and yet impossible to quiet. it. Yet Mr. 
Gladstone, with the professions of Mid-Lothiun 
on his lips, went on. Mr. Chamberlain, with all 
the Nonconformist anti-Jingoes around him, 
the very Quakers and the founders of peace 
societies, and the leaders of the campaign of 
1880 hougding them on—they went into this 
great c and in this great crime they all 
still stood. What was all that the late Govern- 
ment did in comparison with the danger and 
guiltiness of this? The Zulu war had been un- 
done; the Afghan escapade was undone; the 
treaty of n had been accepted; and Cyprus 
was a fleabite, But the annexation of Egypt 
would be a permanent danger, a formidable 
burden, a conspicuous breach of faith. And 
if final annexation did prove the end of this 
il - war those who in time to come 
should write the history of our epoch would 
record that the great blot and burden was laid 
Lord Beaconsfield and the party 
of war, but by Mr. Gladstone and the so-called 
party of peace. For his own part he saw no 
half-way between complete and immedise 
withdrawal or complete and immediate annex- 
ation. The former would be a humiliation to 
the Ministry; the latter a humiliation, a bur- 
den, and a dgnger to England.

Today’s Meeting ofthe Western Trunk- 
ae Association and the Burling- 


The anxtously-looked for meeting between 
the tripartite combination roads and the Bur- 
lington for the further consideration of the 
proposition to efféct a pooling agreement be- 
tween the Western Trunk-Line Association and 
the Burlington on Nebraska business to avoid 
arate war will be held at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel this afternoon. It does not look at pres- 
ent as it such an agreement could be made or 
any other that will restore harmony between 
the contending factions. The most that is 
looked for at this time is that the meeting will 
adjourn to some future day without action, 
and that the roads will agree to maintain 
rates in. the meantime. “That no definit 
action will be taken jis indicated by the 
fact that Mr. 8. H. H. k, General Manager 
of the Union Pacific, will not be present, his 
health being claimed to be such as to make it 
Impossible for him to comehere. His road will 
be represented, however, by Assistant General- 
Manager Thomas L. Kimball and General 
Freight-Agent P. P. Shelby. As stated yester- 
day, Mr. R. 8. Hayes, Vice-President of the 
Missouri Pacific, is in New York aiding Jay 
Gould in his contlict with the bears, and will 
also be unable to attend. General-Manager H. 
M. Hoxi@being sick, the Missouri Pacific and 
Wabash Roads will be represented by Mr. 
George Olds, Freight-Traffic Manager. Of 
course, if the Burlington was willing to 
enter into the proposed pooling arrange- 
ment on the terms suggested by the 
Western .Trunk-Line Association, the meet- 
ing could take definit’ action without 
the presence of the General Managers of the 
Gould lines and the Union Pacitic. But there 
is not the least prospect that the Burlington 
will enter into such a pooling agreement as the 
one proposed. It holds the same position it 
nas all along. Asa condition of entering the 
pool it asks all the business from its Nebraska 
lines and a fair share of the Union Pacific busi- 
ness at Council Bluffs. The Western Trunk- 
Line Association cannot grant this, as it would 
by doing so be worse off than before the com- 
bination was formed, for it was made chietly 
for the purpose of preventing the Burlington 


Council Bluffs. 

If the Western Trunk-Line Association roads 
were willing to postpone detinit action until 
some future day the Burlington would no 
doubt gladly accept that proposition. As long 
as matters remain as they are it has all the ad- 
vantage. It not only gets all the business 
— its own Nebraska lines at full 
rates, but it also secures a large share of 
the Union Pacific business at Council Bluffs. 
The latter it secures by having agents at Union 
Pacific points soliciting business at the same 
rates as those made by the association. It 
— the Union Pacitic on such business 
ocal rates to Council Bluffs and then 
adds a rate to Chicago to make the 
total the same as the through rate 
by the association roads. The shippers natur- 
ally are opposed to the combination, and gtve 
the Burlington their business as long as they 
get the same rates. On accountof this it is 
quite probable that the association will not en- 
tertain a proposition to postpone definit action 
and maintain rates in the meantime. The in- 
dications are that the association roads will de- 
mand an immediate answer to their proposi- 
tion to pool, and if this is refused they are apt 
to commence active hostilities at once by cut- 
ting rates from all Burlington points, which 
will compel the Burlington to do likewise at 
the combination points. No doubt such would 
be the result of today’s meeting were it not 
for the fact that the Wabash is in bad shape 
and. cannot well stand a war at this 
time. The Milwaukee & St. Paul also is anx- 
ious to avoid the immediate outbreak of a War, 
as it does not like to have its stocks d

The Alleged Cutting of East-Bound 
Freight Rates. 

The Chicago Committee of East-Bound 
Freight Traffic held a meeting yesterday at 
Commissioner Moore's office, the principal ob- 
ject of which was to audit the accounts for De- 
cember. ‘ 

The reports that east-bound freight rates 
were still being cut were informally discussed, 


* 


The representatives of the various roads, how- 
ever, swore that they were maintaining the 
rates faithfully. They expressed the opinion 
that rates were now being more faithfully 
maintained than ever before. But in spite of 
this the impression prevailed that a screw is 
loose somewhere, and that some shippers were 
getting more favorable terms than others. But 
as no proof could be adduced against any of 
the roads nothing could be done except to ex- 
act pledges from all that they would maintain 


tariff rates hereafter. 

There is no doubt that the General Freight 
Agents of the roads running east from this 
city'are sincere in their assertions. The im- 
pression is, that special rates are being made 
to certain favored shippers by some of the 
Eastern trunk lines, especially the New York 
Central, and that they direct the business over 
such lines as they think need it most. This, it 
is claimed, is not only done from Chicago, but 
from St. Louis, Peoria, and Indianapolis. The 
fact that at present the new Nickel- Plate Past- 
Freight Line is getting tne bulk of the business 
from the last-named points, much to the cha- 
grin of the White Line, which heretofore con- 
trolled most of it, is taken as proof that special 
concessions are being made to certain parties 
or the business would be more equally divided. 
Besides some shippers are well satisfied with 
the rates and make no complaints, while others 
declare that they cannot compete, because by 
adding the present freight rates to the market 
prices of the articles the cost foots up more 
than some of the shippers are pmo — 
their goods for at Eastern points, and this alsois 
taken as an indication that some favored ship- 
pers receive lower rates than others. Another 
grievance is that no efforts are being mado by 
the Joint Executive Committee to force the 
reads from Peoria, Indianapolis, and other 
Western competing points to pool their east- 
bound business, they being thus enabled to cut 
the rates and divert business from Chicago. So 
long as those roads are at liberty to act inde- 
pendently of the east-bound pooling agreement, 
it is claimed, it will not be possible to secure 
strict maintenance of rates from any of 
the Western omits.

Tune report of the Committee von Public 
Lands condemning Huntington’s preposterous 
claim to the Texas Pacific landggrant and the

grants may be accepted as a new departure 
whereby Congress serves notice on the rail- 
road Treasury-raiders that they must go out 
of business. This is the real significance of 
the position taken by Congress, and it is to

As to Mr. Huntington, the Payson report, 
following close upon the heels of the ex- 
posure which grew out of his resurrected 
letters to Colton, is simply fatal. It required 
unparalleled presumption on his part to come 
forward as aclaimant for the Texas Pacific 
land-grant, but even his assurance will prob- 
ably fail him in the face of this rebuff; but if it 
doesn’t it will not avail him. ‘There are two 
points in the report which push him into a 
corner from which he cannot escape. 

1. The Payson report makes* it apparent

Nutt was not clearly proven insane. On the 
other hand, much of the testimony went to 
show that he was sane, and that he had pre- 
pared himself for the commission of the deed 
for weeks before he did it.

THE FITZ JOHN PORTER. BUSINESS. 
The episode in the Fitz John Porter dis- 
cussion which occurred in the House Mon- 
day last, pending the consideration of the 
bill, ought to convince any unprejudiced per- 
son that he has no case. No man who had 
the right on his side, no man whose cause 
was a just one, would ever have resgrted to 
such sharp and underhanded practices as were 
exposed in the resolution offered by Mr. Bou- 
telle. 
The resolution offered by Mr. Boutelle 
adds o the graveness of his offense in dis- 
obex the orders of his superior officer in 
the presence of the enemy a subsequent 
course of conduct which has encouraged the 
West Point fledglings to question publicly the 
acts of their superiors.

These men work from ten to twelve hours a 
day, sometimes in ice and water, and often 
break down from the cruel exposure. They 
have large families to support. And 65 cents 
is not the lowest wages of these Pennsyl- 
vania beneficiaries of the high tariff. There 
are family men among them who get but 62 
cents a day, and that only when the weather 
is good enough to permit them ta work. 
When the Pennsylvanian is before Congress 
he is a philanthropist who wants to pay the 
workingmen higif wages (out of the taxpay- 
ers’ pockets). When he gets back to Penn- 
sylvania he is a business-man again who 
wants to pay the lowest wages possible, and 
in addition to that wants to make his labor- 
ing men and all the others in the country pay 
him tribute on all Y eat, wear, or con- 
sume.

TULARE Lake, a large body of water in 
California, has during the last few years been 
rapidly arying up, and the time is apparently 
not far distant when it will cease to exist. 
Within the memory of men still living it was 
thirty-three miles long and twenty-four miles 
wide. Todag it is only about fifteen miles 
long and eight miles wide, being a shrinkage in 
superticial area of more than 650 miles. The 
cause of this drying up is largely due to human 
agency. Probably the extensive systems of ir- 
rigation recently put in operation in the vicin- 
ity are mainly the cause of the subsidence. 
Nearly all the rivers and brooks which have 
acted as feedefs, to Tulare Lake have been 
tapped. Insome cases they have been entirely 
diverted from their natural courses, and have 
been made to minister to the reclamation of 
arid districts for agricultural purposes. And 
in a few years every gallon of water which now 
empties ‘into Tulare Lake will be carried 
through artificial channels to hundreds of farms 
which would otherwise be oflittie value.

The mode of transmission to the person delivering 
the m e. whether by telegraph or otherwise, 
has nothin to do with the matter. The 
important. inquiry relates to its materiality. 
Telegraphic cOmmunications cannot be deemed any 
more coptidential than any other communications. 
They are not to be protected to aid the robber or 
assusin in nie consummation of his felony or to 
facilitate hf escape after the crime has been com- 
mitted. No communication should be excluded, no 
individual should be exempt from inquiry, when 
the communication or the answer to the inquiry 
would be of importance in the conviction of erime 
or the acquittal of innocence except when such ex- 
clusien is required by some grave principle of pub- 
lic policy. The honest man asks for no contiden- 
tial communications, for the withholding of the 
same cannot benefit him. The criminal has no right 
to demand exclusion of evidence because it would 
establish his guilt. The telegraph companies can- 
not rightfully claim that the messages of rogues 
and criminals, which they may innocently or ignor- 
antly transmit, should be withheld whenever the 
cause of justice renders their production necessary. 
They cannot wish their servants should, however 
innocently, cobperate in the commission of crime, 
and decline to cobperate in its detection and pun- 
ishment, and thus become its accomplices. Thein- 
terests of the public demand that resort should be 
had to all available testimony which may lead to 
the detection and punishment of crime and to the 
protection of innocence. The telegraph operator, 
as such, can claim no-exemption from intcrroga- 
tion. Like other witnesses he is bound to answer 
all inquiries material to the issue. Let the witness 
produce the papers.

A BAD COON’S” END. 
“BIG STEVE’’ ALEXANDER PERFORATED BY 
JOHN JOHNSON, ALSO COLORED, IN THE 
LATTER'S GAMBLING-HOUSE—A CASE 
SELF-DEFENSE. 
At daybreak yesterday morning two dusky- 
hued gamblers quarreled in a colored gambling- 
house on the sec6nd floor of No. 311 Clark 
street. The struggle was short and decisive. 
One of the men, Steve Alexander, drew a billy 
and knocked his*antagonist dowp. The latter, 
John Johnson, whipped out a revolver and shot 
Alexander through the breast, the wounded 
man falling to the floor a corpse. Then John- 
son, his face and clothing marked with his own 
blood and that of his victim, surrendered him- 
self to the police at the Harrison Street Station, 
which was very considerate on his part, as it 
saved the officers no little running around. 
Johnson, who is a single man about 30 years 
old, is one of the proprietors of the establish- 
ment where the shooting occurred. He was 
dealing a faro game there late Monday night 
when Alexander, better known as ** Big Steve.“ 
entered the place and began to play. The night 
wore on. The crowd gradually disappeared, 


some of them broke and others more fortu- - 


nate, till finally no one was left except Big 
Steve,“ Johnson, and two negro attendants. 
The latter were dozing in their chairs. Luck 
bad gone against Steve, and shortly after 6 
o'clock his last dollar was raked in by the 
dealer. But he was not willing to abandon the 
play, and, putting up a marker,“ he made a 


bet of $10. Johnson refused to take the 
marker. and this was the signal for tilities to 
com ce. Hot words followed, d then a 


billy appeared. It was wielded by Steve, and in 
‘another moment Johnson lay sprawling on the 
floor bleeding from a wound the head. 
Steve rushed upon the prostrat™ man and 
dealt a second blow, but at this juncture 
Johnson's weapon flashed before his assailant 
and three reports in quick succession were 
heard. The billy fell from Big Steve's up- 
raised hand. He wavered a moment, toppled 
over on the floor, gasped, and died. Johnson, 
his clothing torn and besmeared with the gory 
souvenirs of the deadly encounter, hastened to 
the Harrison Street Station and said to Desk- 

nt Backus, I have just shot a man at 
811 South Clark street, and you had better send 
the wagon over after him. He'll be 
dead before the wagon gets there.“ 
The surrendered prisoner was ques- 
tioned brietly as to the affray, told a 
palpable story of self-defense, and was locked 
up, loudly anding the services of a physi- 
cian. The patrol-service hurried to the scene 
of the shooting, and found the corpse of the 
dead negro surrounded by a crowd of eager 
men and women, most of them colored. The 
body was removed to the morgue and subject- 
ed to a post-mortem examination, 
showed that the bullet from Johnson's weapon 
had penetrated Steve's chest near the breast- 
bone, touched the heart, and lodged under the 
left shoulder-biade. The inquest in the case 
will be held today. 

Big Steve, a single man, was a powerful 
mulatto about 28 years old, and made his 
money by gambling. He had not only a 
slugger’s physique, but a slugger's inclinations 
as well, being known along the avenue as a 
„ bad coon.”” Johnson, on the other hand, has 
never been known as a quarrelsome man. He 
supports his mother and sister—the latter called 
to see him in his celi—and his garbling-house 
has given the police less trouble than any other 
gambling-house in Chicago. 

One of the shots which Johnson fired took 
effect in the palm of his own left hand. His 
wounds were dressed by a physician shortly 
after he surrendered himself. He has retained 
as counsel Messrs. W. W. O’Brien and T. J. Fitz-

KANKAKEE LANDS 


PLAN FOR DRAINING AND BUILDING A RAII- 
WAY THROUGH EIGHTY MILES OF INDIANA 
TERRITORY. 

A meeting of prominent citizens of Seuth 
Bend, Laporte, and Valparaiso, Ind., was held 
yesterday afternoon at the Grand Pacific for 
the purpose of foryping a company to build a 
railroad from South Bend to the Illinois State 
line, where it would intersect the Indiana, IIli- 
nois & Iowa Railroad. The distance is about 
eighty miles, and the road is intended to follow 
as nearly as possible the Valley of the Kanka- 
kee River. Its name will be the South Bend & 
Kankakee ley Railroad Company. The 
building of ti railroad is, however, a secondary 
consideration, and is merely incidentalto the 
digging of a ditch along the same line, 
which is needed to drain the lands adjac®nt to 
the course of the river. The expense of dig- 
ging this ditch will fall upon the property-hold- 
ers along its line, but as the earth removed in 
excavation will form un natural railroad-bed, 
thereby sa haif the expense usually in- 
curred in g uing a railway, it was thought a 
good scheme to form a company and build the 
road. About 45,000 acres of land was repre- 
sented at yesterday's meeting, which was 
sided over by Mr. Clem Studebaker. In ofder 
to form such a.company according to the laws 
of Indiana it is necessary to have a capital 
stock of $50,000. Two-thirds of that amount 
was voted on the spot, and the rest will be 
raised at another meeting to be held at South 
Bend next week. It is intended to make the 
capital stock of the road $1,600,000.

MARTINE’S HAIL. 
THE SALE OF THE CHICAGO AVENUE DANCERS’

Judge Tuley yesterday decided the case of 
William E. Webster and Elizabeth Henderson 
against James E. Martine and others to set 
aside a trustee's sale of Nos. 272 and 274 Chica- 
go avenue.

u very small of its value. The Judge held 
that Martine was responsible for his conduct at 
the sale, and that the sale must be set aside. 
It was the duty of the trustee to adjourn the 
sale if it could not be made advantageously. 
It was his duty to see that the property was 
sold for the best price that could be obtained. 
He should also have investigated the property 
to see its condition and tenants, and whether a 
purchaser could get possession, and if necessa- 
ry take possession.

lives in the Home Bencfit Association of IIli- 
notis,“ which the complainants claim is a con- 
cern doing business on questionable principles 
without alegal charter. The spectators formed 
a mixed crowd, in which Germans predomi- 
nated. About a dozen stepped up to Justice 
Kersten and told him in as many different lan- 
guages that they had also paid their premiums 
to Nubell, but had as yet no return tm the 
principal that was to accrue and be placed to 
their credit. The Justice advised them to make 
complaints if they thought they had been vic- 
timized. They decided, however, to wait 
for developments in the charges pend- 
ing and the result of the examination. 
This did notjtake place, owning to the absence 
of Harry Rubens, counsel for the pros- 
ecutors, who was engaged in a case before 
Judge Barnum. On hearing of the delay the 
complaints were loud and many. The people 
at first thought Nubell had asked for a con- 
tinuance, to evade trial. Men became furious 
and women began to talk with great volubility, 
their fire being centered on the defendant, who 
was abused in round terms. One woman sug- 
gested that he be hung to the nearest lamppost 
for robbing poor people, and Nubell sneeringly 
replied that she could have her say tomorrow, 
when the examination will take place at 3 
o'clock. The feeling against Nubell is very 
bitter on the North Side among the persons 
who were tempted by the generous induce- 
ments offered to them and who invested in the 
Home.“ Those who claim to have been fleeced 
through the scheme are mostly poor mechanics 
and their families.

HARRISON'ꝰS INCONSISTENCY. 
HOW CIRCUMSTANCES CHANGE HIS INTERPRETA- 
TION OF THE LAW—HIS VIEWS ON THE GER- 
MAN®PRINTING TWO YEARS AGO AND NOW. 
It is refreshing to note how circumstances 
alter the opinions of the Mayor. Two years 
ago when he had a fight with the Staats-Zcitung 
he made the assertion that the city had no right 
to give its printing toa German newspaper, and 
in order to strengthen his position sent an in- 
sinuating communication to Frank Adams for 
an opinion on the subject. The Corporation 
Counsel submitted his opinion, which was to 
the effect that the publication of city or- 
dinances, ete., in German newspapers was not 
authorized by the city charter. The Council 
having by the adoption of the report of a com- 
mittee awarded the contract to the Staats- 
Zeitung the Mayor Nov. 14, 1881, sent in a veto 
based on this opinion. In it he distinct 
stated that the Council had no power to let th 
— printing to a German paper. In closing he 
If it de deemed necessary or desirable by the 
German population that city ordinances and notices 
shall be published in the German language, then 
application for legislation authorizing such publi- 
ust be made to the General Assembly. 

In this the Mayor was sustained by the 
Council, 
Since then, however, the situation has 
changed somewhat. Now Gen. Lieb, as the ed- 
itor ot the Demokrat, a German publication, is 
asking for the city printing, and the Mayor 
stated a few days ago that there was nothing to 
prevent the city frem giving itto him. Again 
an opinion was asked of the Law Department, 
that of Frank Adams, whom the Mayor, in the 
letter-aceepting his resignation, designated as 
the ablegt Corporation Counsel the city ever had 
or ever would have, not being sufficient. This 
time Mr. Adams’ opinion is set aside, as the 
Mayor desired, and it is held that the city print- 
ing can go to a German paper. The Mayor 
does not abide by the opinion of the man he 
praised so highly simply because this opinion 
not suit his own purposes. 


OLD ABUSES REVIVED.
